You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple, on 
Tuesday, the Thirteenth Day of March next, at ten o’clock in the morning, to 
act on the foilowing subjects. 


Article 1: To cast your ballots for the election of all officers required to be 
elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing year. 


Article 2: To cast your ballots for the proposed amendments to the Temple 
Zoning Ordinance. 


Article 3: To cast your ballots for the election of such officers as may be 
required by law to serve the Contoocook Valley School District for the ensuing 
year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TEN O’CLOCK IN THE MORNING, AND 
SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER THAN SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE 
EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the new Temple Elementary School in 
said Temple, on Saturday, the Seventeenth Day of March next, at Ten o’clock 
in the morning, to act on the following: 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $300,000.00 for an addition to the municipal building, the renovation 
of the existing office portion of the municipal building and the addition 
of a new drive-through bay on the fire station portion of the municipal 
building, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $300,000.00 in — 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the municipal officials to issue 
and negotiate such bonds or notes. and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon. (2/3 Ballot vote required) (Selectmen recommend 2 to 1) 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote for the appropriation of the 
entire amount of the 10% land use change tax to the Conservation 


Commission for land protection purposes. (By petition) 
(Selectmen do not recommend) 


Article 6: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $943,387.00 for town charges and other necessary maintenance and 
operating expenditures. 


Article 7: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees or 
officers heretofore chosen and to any vote relating thereto. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to continue with the update, by contract with the Southwest 
Regional Planning Commission, of the Town’s Master Plan. 

(Selectmen recommend) 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen the authority pursuant to RSA 674:40-a to accept any 
dedicated street appearing on subdivision plats approved by the Planning 
Board. A public hearing is required on any proposed acceptance prior to 
the Board of Selectmen taking any action. This authority will remain in 
effect until rescinded by a vote of Town Meeting. (Selectmen recommend) 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:28 V for an optional veterans’ exemption. The optional veterans’ 
exemption is $100.00, rather than $50.00. (Selectmen recommend) 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to put three parcels of land 
taken by Tax Deed for back taxes, reference Map 2 Lots 41, 41-1, and 
41-2, previously voted by the town to be retained, under the management 
of the Conservation Commission of the Town of Temple to be managed 
as a town conservation wetland area. Submitted by the Conservation 
Commission. (Selectmen recommend) 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to support efforts to preserve 
natural, cultural, and historical resources in the Town through the NH 
Land and Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP). The 
LCHIP provides financial assistance (up to 50% matching funds) to 
municipalities and nonprofit organizations for protection or resources 
important to the economy, environment, and quality of life. 

(Selectmen recommend) 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to allow the Temple Store, the 
Temple Congregational Church, Friendship Hall Chapel and the 
Birchwood Inn to hook into the new town well for their water supply. 
This would create a public water supply and necessitate annual testing of 
the town water supply at an undetermined cost to the town. This would 
also necessitate allowing other property owners within the area of the 
water line the option of hooking into the new town well for their water 
supply. (Selectmen do not recommend 2 to 1) 


Article 14: To see if the town will vote to increase the membership of 
the Conservation Commission from five to seven members and allow the 
appointment of two alternate members. Said members would serve for a 
period of three years. (Selectmen do not recommend) 


Article 15: To see if the Town of Temple will vote to discontinue the 
Bridge Repair Capital Reserve Fund created in 1976. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the 
Temple general fund. (Selectmen recommend)

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
2000 


2000 was a busier year than normal for the Selectmen, but we believe this is 
only a precursor of the times ahead. For instance, there were 3 building 
permits in 1998 and 1999 each (total 6). In 2000, we had 15 building permits 
and in 2001 we are expecting 23! Temple is changing and we had better keep 
up or we’ ll get trampled. Temple’s outdated zoning ordinance is one area that 
caused a twofold increase over 1999 in legal expenses and we are forecasting 
for 2001 a fivefold increase. This ordinance requires immediate attention; 
therefore, at the end of 2000, we submitted sweeping changes to the Planning 
Board and you will have the opportunity to vote on these at the town meeting 
in 2001. 

We introduced a 10-year plan of replacement, updating and building, and 
we are pleased to report that the town is on schedule so far. The library 
addition was slowed by weather, but the end is in sight. The new highway 
department shed is completed and now the town’s expensive road equipment is 
no longer exposed to the elements. 

The new town well has been drilled and will go online when weather 
permits in the spring of 2001 to provide water to the Highway department, 
library (finally), town hall and the municipal building. This will replace the 
old and unreliable well at the old school, which will be turned over to the new 
owner of that building. 

The Conservation Commission awoke like a sleeping dragon this year and 
came forth-spewing fire and regulations in the defense of Temple’s resources, 
and I see no diminishing of that intensity in the future. Temple experienced a 
large internationally conducted timber cut on 400 acres located on West Road. 
The cut was overseen by the Town Forester and with the aide of the 
Conservation Commission in monitoring the area; we feel that a possibly 
horrendous mess was avoided and the results were satisfactory. 

In fact, there has been a noticeable surge in interest to participate in all of 
our boards and commissions. There was a time when we had to promise sign 
up bonuses to get people to serve, but now we are presented with more highly 
qualified people than we have openings for. 

The Selectmen, in accordance with the 10-year plan, have been busy 
preparing for the expansion of the municipal building. The plans were 
completed in December and will be ready for the March 2001 meeting. Due to 
the timing of construction, we have moved the Fire House expansion up a year 
to 2001 and that is included in our proposal.

TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


Lumber markets continued to be red hot through the fall of 2000. As a result 
the demand for forest products in our area has continued to be very strong and 
numerous land owners in town have taken advantage of these high prices and 
undertaken timber sales on their property. 

A trend has developed throughout the state in which timber harvesting 
companies from outside of the area have been buying up large tracts of back 
land, liquidating the timber value on the land, and then reselling the property. 
Temple was not excluded from this with the Fortin and Redmond job off of 
West Road. However, the Town was on top of the situation from the onset. 
We established numerous guidelines the company had to abide by in order to 
insure that State Timber Harvesting regulations were followed, wetland 
regulations were not violated, and the trucking was not detrimental to our roads 
or hazardous to the public. The job was closely monitored by myself and other 
town officials. Several high ranking State Foresters were also brought in by 
the Town to help in monitoring the operation. As a result, the job which was 
completed in November, was professionally done, environmentally 
responsible, with little to no impact to our town roads. 

For the tax year April 1, 1999 through March 31, 2000, 13 Reports of 
Wood or Timber Cut were received by the Town. Yield taxes assessed for 
these harvesting operations totaled $8,168.50. As of February 1, 2001, 13 
Intents to Cut have been filed with the Town for the current tax year. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to 
this is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel 
wood for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax years runs 
from April Ist to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be 
filed by April 15th. At that time, a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew 
the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be completed by 
June 30th, a 90 day extension may be granted without having to renew the 
permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, 
prior to April 15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to 
Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. 
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Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 


regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me at the Selectmen’s 
Office.

The Board has made an effort throughout the years to work to keep 
Temple’s rural character, which is a large part of what makes the town such a 
wonderful place to reside. It is the function of the ZBA to grant or deny a 
variance, special exception or an appeal from an applicant. The way in which 
the Board decides this lies in our interpretation of the Temple Zoning Laws. 
The zoning laws were created by town leaders to protect and preserve the rural 
character of the Town of Temple. Temple town residents share a responsibility 
to try as best they are able to stay within the parameters of these laws, as they 
were instated with out best interests at heart. 

The ZBA meets on the first Thursday of the month at the Municipal 
Building. Meetings convene at 7:30 pm and are open to the public.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, 
prevention, and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 
2000 fire season was below average as referenced in the statistics below. 
Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection patrols were still quite 
busy with the fire towers being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were 
quickly and accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt 
and effective suppression efforts. Wildland fires occurring in areas where 
homes are situated in the woodlands are a serious concern for both landowners 
and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining 
adequate green space around them and making sure that houses are properly 
identified with street numbers. Please contact the Forest Protection Bureau to 
request a brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around your home and 
woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is 
required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are required for any 
open burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the 
burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the 
other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
_ punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have 
investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest 
and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If 
you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call 
our office at 271-2217, or for general information visit our website at 
www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile.patrols and 
3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in 
the quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in 
controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and 
suppression costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety 
concerns, please contact your local fire department BEFORE using portable 
outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or 
wire mesh. 
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Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside 
burning. REMEMBER ONLY YOU CAN PREVENT FOREST FIRES!!

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
2000 


The Conservation Commission meets the first Monday of the month at 5:00 
p.m. in the Temple Municipal Building. The public is invited to attend. 

This was a year of changes for the Conservation Commission. Al Gove, 
valued 17 year commissioner retired in the spring. During the fall, we sadly 
lost our secretary and valued member, Chris Weston. The commission 
graciously accepted several donations in Chris’ honor to be used for future 
conservation projects. We welcomed into the Commission as Junior Members 
Eric Foley and Jessie Bessette. We agreed to present a warrant article to 
request that the town support an increase to the Conservation Commission 
membership by 2 members and 2 alternate members beginning in 2001; and we 
welcomed prospective new members to participate in the fall. 

Members of the commission this year attended workshops on wetlands, 
forestry, and land conservation; and attended the N.H. Association of 
Conservation Commissions Annual Meeting. We discussed possible land 
protection projects and the new Lands and Community Heritage Investment 
Program. 

The commission completed its scheduled activities, including its quarterly 
roadside cleanups as sponsors of the state Adopt-A-Highway project; walking 
the boundaries of the town forest; annual monitoring and reporting on the 
conservation easements the town is responsible for; and stewardship of other 
town owned lands. 

During 2000 the Temple Conservation Commission sponsored an award 
_for Temple Resident and Conval High School Senior, Rachel Ruppel to honor 
her as a winning member of the Conval Envirothon Team. We became very 
involved in protecting natural and historical resources during a large logging 
project in town by working with the logging company on mapping roads 
through the property and flagging sensitive areas. We supported a project with 
the Nature Conservancy to acquire 501 acres on Pack Monadnock in Temple to 
link Miller State Park to the Wapack National Wildlife Refuge creating a 
2,600-acre swath of protected land by offering a check for $5,000. The 
Commission also assisted with the Forests of New Hampshire exhibit at the 
Temple Harvest Festival this past September. 
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The Conservation Commission this year decided to again become a 
member of the N.H. Association of Conservation Commissions and to follow 
its guidelines. We learned that a Conservation Commission is mandated to 
conduct a Natura! Resources Inventory which would include an index of 1) the 
land’s topography, geology and soils; 2) surface water and wetlands, flood 
hazard areas and groundwater; 3) unusual plants, wildlife and natural areas of 
particular importance; and 4) man’s use of open space including conservation 
areas, recreation areas, historic and archaeological sites, and agriculture. We 
are in the process of organizing for this big project and are seeking volunteers 
to get involved. This inventory will be included in Temple’s new Master Plan.

RECYCLING CENTER 


The past year there were several improvements made at the Recycling Center. 
The largest change was the erection of a roof over the can and bottle bins. This 
has eliminated water and snow accumulation in these shipments to recyclers. 
Before the roof was erected we were charged for hauling away these items, 
now we are getting paid for them. An additional benefit is of course that 
everyone is sheltered from the weather while they are sorting their can and 
bottle items. We plan on erecting similar roofs over the other recycling bins in 
the future. 

Another improvement was a decrease in the number of ash shipments, 
resulting in less cost to the town. This was accomplished by more closely 
screening the trash being burned and by changing the method used in burning. 

I would like to thank the public and the people at the town office for 
their ongoing help and their patience with us. Our recycling program works 
well with everyone’s cooperation.

In the year 2000, we responded to 321 calls for medical aid. Although this was 
down slightly from last year, the call volume demanded more of our Advanced 
Life Support skills than in any previous year. This year was the first year that 
we had a patient that was so critically injured, we found it necessary to call for 
the New England Life Flight helicopter based at the University of 
Massachusetts, Worcester Memorial Hospital. They responded immediately, 
and landed at one of their approved landing sites, in the Town of 
Lyndeborough (Lyndeborough Central School soccer field), arriving 
twenty-two minutes later. The accident required six separate agencies to work 
together to save this patient’s life. We are happy to report that she is alive and 
recuperating from her near fatal injuries and very grateful to all the volunteer 
firefighters and EMTs that worked so hard to save her. 

Our service is comprised of five EMT-Paramedics, seven 
EMT-Intermediates (one member is currently in school and should become an 
Intermediate by this Spring), seventeen EMT-Basics (two of our Ist 
Responders are in school and should become EMT-Basics by the Summer), 
and four Ist Responders. These people are selfless in their dedication to 
continually provide the best care possible for our towns. Their families are 
also to be commended for understanding, when their loved ones are out 
volunteering their time to make our service one that we can be very proud of. 

We would like to thank at this time, all the residents of the three towns, 
_and the businesses that allow our volunteers to respond to ambulance calls 
while at work. 

The ambulance service and the area Fire Departments have always worked 
closely together, but this year we will be training together more often, trying 
constantly to improve ourselves and to be ready for any emergency that we are 
called for.

For all the hype and hysteria surrounding the Y2K, year 2000 came and went 
with the same number of fire calls as 1999. A quick look at our year end totals 
show a welcome reduction in the number of chimney fires, however, a very 
unwelcome increase in the number of automatic alarm activations. 

We replaced 1000’ of old 2'’%” hose on the pumper with 1100’ of new 4” 
supply hose. The new hose does not need to be dried before re-packing, 
deploys easier and carries far more water than the old 2'’4” hose. A 6” gated 
relief intake valve was added to the pumper for safety when using 4” supply 
hose. A 6” floating “dock” strainer was purchased for the pumper. This 
floating strainer collects water from the clean surface of a pond or stream away 
from mud and debris on the bottom. It will also allow the pumper to deliver its 
full 1250 gallons per minutes capacity when drafting. 

The tanker started the year with new tires and rims. We tried a smaller low 
profile tire hoping it might change the gearing allowing the truck to accelerate 
faster.... No perceivable difference, but I am sure smaller tires must be better 
for the braking. We had to replace the 4'4” gated relief valve on the tanker but 
with trade in and purchasing two, one also for the pumper, we got a pretty good 
price break. 

The rescue van received new rear brakes and continues to be a fine vehicle 
for us. We replaced the 3000 watt generator on the rescue with two 1000 watt 
Honda generators. They are much lighter, quieter and will be much faster to 
deploy at a scene. 
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Two great firefighters retired this year from the TVFD, Jim Wilson with 
over 10 years of service and Ernie Harling with over 35 years of service. 
Thank you both so much for all of your hard work and dedication to the TVFD. 

The TVFD needs more volunteers. It may take five people just to replace 
Jim and Ernie. Tax dollars buy great fire fighting equipment but trained 
volunteers are needed to operate it. When fire fighting, there is safety in 
numbers. Many times just one more firefighter on a scene makes all the 
difference. Please join. 

Thank you to all the volunteers on the Temple Volunteer Fire Department. 
Dedication, enthusiasm and commitment are the requirements, the thanks of 
the community, the reward.

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PROJECT LIFT 


Since 1992. Project LIFT has provided free individualized instruction for 
Antrim, Bennington, and Hillsboro area adults who are over 16 and without a 
high school diploma or a GED. For the first four years of the program, from 
1992-1996, Project LIFT was funded through federal library literacy funds. 
Funding since then has been from a combination of sources, including 
corporate contributions, grants and charitable foundations, individual donors, 
and town appropriations. It is anticipated that funding for the coming fiscal 
year, January 1, 2001 through December 2001, will once again rely on a 
variety of sources. Therefore, we are asking each town served by this grant to 
contribute a proportionate amount to the continuation of Project LIFT. We are 
asking all towns within Hillsborough County that have residents who have 
received educational services from Project LIFT to appropriate funds in 
support of LIFT through either a warrant article or a line item. The amount 
being requested from each town varies according to the number of students 
served within the town. 

Since it began in 1992, Project LIFT has provided free educational services 
to more than 300 adults. Six Temple residents have participated in the 
program; three new students within the last month. Participants range from 
young adults who have recently left school to single parents with children who 
are working towards their GED as a step toward self sufficiency. Adult 
students have prepared for and passed the high school equivalency (GED) 
exam, learned English as a second language and experienced substantial 
improvement in their reading, writing, and math skills. They are now able to 
read to their children, help their children with homework, or function more 
effectively within a work environment for the first time. 

In the past, Temple voters have supported Project LIFT with 
appropriations of $100 - $150, approved at Town Meeting. We hope that the 
town of Temple will continue to support Project LIFT as it works to increase 
the skills of undereducated adults. We are requesting an appropriation of $100 
for fiscal year 2001. Limited literacy and educational skills effect more than 
the individual. They effect the whole community. 

I have enclosed some information concerning adult literacy and Project 
LIFT, as well as the proposed budget for fiscal year 2001. I hope you will 
continue to support Project LIFT. I would be happy to meet with you to 
discuss any questions you may have. Thank you.

Officers 
also received monthly training from the NH State Police. I would like to 
recognize the following for the assistance over the years. The dispatchers, the 
Troopers from Troop B, Officer Morrocco NH Fish & Game, The Temple Fire 
& Ambulance, Temple Animal Control, and both Temple and State Highway 
departments. 

I would especially like to thank Officer Bret Sullivan, Officer Tom 
Richardson, and Elizabeth Humphrey for their professionalism and long hours 
they have given to the police department.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Summer : 

Spring started out nice with a fairly early start, warm days and cold nights 
bringing the frost out of the ground at a slow, easy pace. This made for very 
few mud problems. It also gave us the chance to get the site work and 
foundation for the Highway garage addition done. 

Then it rained, and rained some more. We didn’t have heavy rains, just 
continuous easy showers. We graded the roads but were unable to clean the 
ditches as they were too wet and soft. We had most of them done finally by the 
end of June. 

In late April, we had a company come in with a gravel crushing machine to 
crush 6000 tons of gravel to a uniform and usable size. We then spent several 
days during the summer spreading this gravel on the roads, building them up 
closer to their original elevations. We also had the company crush up our pile 
of recycled pavement that we had been collecting from various projects over 
the years. We hope to spread this pile back onto the roads again this next year. 

We also did our usual grading, ditching, road-side mowing, cleaning 
and/or replacing culverts, etc. I would like to also make note of a few special 
things that happened over the summer. Peter Caswell and John Arnold donated 
funds for a well to be drilled at the Ballpark. We also drilled a new well on the 
' Town’s property just north of the Municipal Building, installed 1200’ of 
waterline, and did the site work for the Library addition. The finishing touches 
were.put on the bridge on Webster Rd., 520’ of underground drainage was 
installed on Moran Rd., another layer was added to the paved section of Moran 
Rd., and Mansfield, Hill, and Cutter Roads were tar- and sand-sealed. 

In October, thanks to the skill and expertise of George Ellis, we built our 
addition to the Highway garage and got it fully closed in. We will be doing a 
lot of the finish work in the winter between storms. Needless to say, it has been 
a very busy year. 


Winter: 
Winter didn’t really start until around the middle of January in the year 2000. 
We finally had a few snowstorms then, but by the end of February, the snow 
was melting and spring was just around the corner. Our last snow storm was on 
March 17, the day before Town Meeting. The snow was gone two days later. 
November was fairly mild although quite wet. When the temperatures 
dropped below freezing late in the month, the ground froze hard and deep. We 
had our first plowable snowstorm on December 14. Things were seasonable 
from then on. 
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We had spent about $20,000. of the appropriated $30,000. on our highway 
garage addition as of December 31, 2000. We plan on finishing the project 
with the remaining funds in the year 2001. We also expect to do the site work 
for the new addition on the Municipal Building, pending approval at the 
upcoming Town Meeting in March.

Our volunteer and fund raising response 
has been most gratifying. We thank all who have contributed in any way. We 
hope to complete the addition this coming year.
